The proviso to sub -clause (2 ) of clause 3 of the Bill provides for the 
constitution of a Committee for consultation regarding President s Acts , 
consisting of 30 Members of the House of the People and 15 Members of 
the Council of States. Expenses to be incurred in connection with the 
meetings of the Consultative Committee would be met from the Consoli 
dated Fund of India . This Committee will meet as and when necessary . 
The expenditure is not expected to be large and is not likely to exceed 
Rs. 1. 35 lakh during the period the Proclamation remains in force . The

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


The power of the legislature of the State of Punjab to make laws 
which has been declared by the Proclamation issued under article 356 
of the Constitution in respect of that State on 6th October, 1983, to be 
exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament, is sought to be 
conferred on the President under article 357 ( 1) (a ) of the Constitution . 
Before excrcising the aforesaid power, the President is required , when 
ever he considers it practicable to do so , to consult a Committee of 
Members of Parliament constituted for the purpose in accordance with 
the provisions of the proviso to sub - clause ( 2 ) of clause 3 . Any Act 
enacted by the President in exercise of the aforesaid power is required 
to be laid before each House of Parliament and Parliament may direct 
modifications to be made in that Act ( vide sub - clauses ( 3 ) and ( 4 ) of 
clause 3 ]. The delegation of legislative power is in pursuance of the 
express provision in this behalf in article 357 ( 1) (a ) of the Constitution 
and is necessary as it will not be easy for Parliament to find time to deal 
with the various legislative measures that may be required in respect of 
the State of Punjab . Under the exceptional circumstances arising out of 
the issue of a Proclamation under article 356 of the Constitution , this 
delegation of legislative power is limited to the period when the afore 
said Proclamation dated 6th October 1983, will continue to be in force .
